81n,—In transmitting to the Council 
copy of the letter which has been ad- 
dressed to them by the Municipal Council 
under date of June 23 last, Messrs.

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Mixed Court Report for 
December. 


‘The most important occurrence during. 
the month was the attem, t of the local 
Chinese Authorities to establish a Court 
of Appeal from judgments of the Mixed 
Court. 


On November 17, 1913 judgment 
was given in © Chinese Civil (ase 
between ‘Tseng Hua-hua (if #€ #) 
and Chin Hsiao-yiin (4 sJs 98) which 
wax heard before Magistrate Sun and 
Mr. N. T. Johnson, one of the Assessors 
appointed by the Consular Body to sit 
in Chinese Civil Cases during 1913. 
This judgment, however, provided for 
the measuring of a certain piece of land, 
situated in the Settlement, by the 
Chinese Land Office. It was not until 
June 8, 1914 that judgment was finally 
given in favour of the plaintiff, by 
Magistrate Suo and Mr. M. F. Perkins. 
‘Tho matter again came before the 
‘Court on June 22 when an application 
on behalf of the defendant for « 
rehearing of the case was refused. 
Notice of appeal was filed by Counsel 
for the defendant on June 25 and on 
Jaly 8 leave to appeal was granted, the 
appellant being ordered to deposit 
$1,000 in Court as security pending 
the hearing of the appeal. This pro- 
cedure was in conformity with that laid 
down by the Consular Body in 1912, in 
order to provide for the filing’ of 
Petitions of Appeal pending the esta- 
blishment of some properly constituted 
Court of Appeal. 

On December 20 and succeeding days 
notices appeared in the Chinese Press 
to the effect that the Taoyin of Shanghai 
had established a “ Court of Appeal” to 
try cases in which litigants were dis- 
satisfied with jadgments of the Mixed 
Court, This “Court of Appeal” was 
to fanction in the Taoyin’s Yamén on 
Bubbling Well Road and Mr. Sheo 
Pao-ch'ang (Bi W &), Shanghai City 
Magistrate, was to be the first Judge of 
the Court. The notice went on to say 
that the first case to be tried was that 
of Tseng Hus-hua (£8 #6 4) ». Chin 
Heiao-yiin (@ Ap) and December 
24 was fixed for the hearing. 

Enquiries were made of the Counsel 
who represented the parties in the Mixed 
Conrt and the latter stated that they 
had not been notified to attend the new 
“Court.”” 

It transpired, however, that the press 
notice was correct and that not only did 
the City Magistrate hold » so-called 
Court in the Settlement but he brought 
with him several Chinese Police Con- 
stables who acted as Court Constables. 


Owing to the Christmas Holidays 
there was no sitting of the Mixed Court 
until December 28 when the matter 
was mentioned in Court by Counsel for 
‘Tseng Hua-hua who asked the Court, 
consisting of Magistrate Yi and Mr. 
P. Grant Jones, to take some action 
with reference to the so-called Conrt 
of Appeal, It transpired that three 
Chinese lawyers, two of whom are on 
the Mixed Court Roll, had taken a 
prominent part in the proceedings of 
December 24, Subsequently these two! 



































lawyers were called upon to explain 
their action which they did to the 
satisfaction of the Court, 

Prior to the Revolation of 1911, 
civil cases between Chinese and Chinese 
were tried by the Magistrates alone and 
appeals from their decisions were made 
to the Taotai whose yamén was in the 
Shanghai City. There was, however, 








o proper Court of Appeal but the 
Taotai’s decisions were conveyed to the 
Mixed Court in the usual way and were 
Te was 


enforced by the Mixed Court. 
probably of thi 

Chinese Authorities were thi 
they decided to launch this “ Conrt of 
Appeal,” but they would appear to have 
step farther in attempting to 
1 a purely Chinese Court in the 
Settlement with Police Constables from 
Chinese territory functioning in the 
Settlement as Conrt officials. 

Chinese Civil Cases—Daring the 
month 105 cases were added to the 
hearing list which is the greatest number: 
of such cases since the Consular Body 
took over the Court. The small num- 
ber of cases concluded, 46, is due chiefly 
to the fact that during the greater part 
of the month there was only. one 
Aseessor sitting. For the same reason 
the number of cases awaiting a first! 
hearing rose from 216 on November 30 
to 277 on December 31.
